In ad- 
dition to the socializing, contests 
and sales, the AGA Board met and 
took the following actions: 


AGA members in attendance at { ’ 


the 130rd Annual meeting passed 4 
an amendment to the AGA By- f 
Laws that allows for the use of aie f 
AGA-approved eartags for official 
identification for registration pur- 
poses. This allows AGA members 
to identify and register their Guernseys even more easily if they so 
choose. While sketches, photos and tattooing remain options, many 
members have already begun identifying their Guernseys using the 
tamper-proof tags available through the American Guernsey Associa- 
tion. For more information, or to order tags, contact the AGA office.

The AGA Show Committee recommended that the committee select 
the judges for the National Guernsey Shows in Harrisburg, Madison 
and Louisville. The AGA Board approved this request and, effective 
with the 2008 National Shows, the AGA Show Committee will be 
selecting the National Show judges at their November meeting, held 
in Louisville. Therefore, no ballots will be distributed at the National 
Shows beginning this year. 


No sires with a negative PTI will be included on the Active AI list. 
While all marketers of Guernsey semen are aware of the value of 
improving all aspects of the Guernsey cow through the balanced ap- 
proach to breeding that the PTI formula represents, this will ensure 
that no bulls that are negative for PTI will even be tacitly endorsed 
by the AGA through inclusion on the Active AI list. 


The Nyala-Bedford Trophy, awarded for many years to the two-year- 
old with the highest milk record for the year, will now be given to 
the two-year-old with the highest energy corrected milk record. This 
change will acknowledge the continued importance of high fat and 
protein production in the Guernsey breed and is part of recent work 
by the AGA Board to evaluate all award and recognition programs to 
ensure that they represent the goals of the Guernsey breed. 


In a move to make the Junior All-American contest more completely 
based only on Junior Show placings, not open show results, the four 
judges of the National Junior Shows will comprise the Junior All- 
American Nominating Committee. This will add the two judges for 
the Junior Shows in Harrisburg and Louisville, where previously the 
open show judge for those shows would have been on the Nominat- 
ing Committee. The nominating Committee for the All-American 
Contest will remain the same, being made up of the judges from 
each of the Nationals Shows. 


In an effort to retain the exceptional leadership skills of Dr. John 
Mozier as an asset to the AGA and the Board of Directors, Dr. Mozi- 
er was appointed an ex-officio member of the AGA Board. As such, 
he will participate in board meetings but will have no vote. 


We have a busy fall coming up with the National Shows fast 
approaching. I hope to see many of you there, whether as spectators 
or exhibitors. The National Shows are truly a great place to come 
together and “talk Guernseys.” 
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€ugust 2007 Top 10 dctive G.I. Sires 


1. JENS GOLD FORT HUDSON sits at the top of the Active Al list 
for August 2007. The only son of Twin L Farms Magic Fortress-ET 
to be sampled in AI, Hudson ranks among the breed leaders for fat 
and protein pounds, Net Merit and Feet & Leg Composite. Twelve of 
his twenty-one classified daughters are Very Good, with seventeen 
of them scoring VG in Feet and Legs. Hudson’s dam was an EX- 
92 daughter of Longmedo Pender Velour-ET that finished with over 
110,000M with 5.0% fat and 3.4% protein with a top record over 
26,000M. The next dam was a VG-87 daughter of Royal Oak with 
over 125,000M with 5.5% fat and 3.6% protein - also with a top re- 
cord over 26,000M. Hudson’s exceptionally deep pedigree continues 
with a VG-88 Volcano, the dam of Jensgolden Victory Hunter. She 
had over 100,00M lifetime with 4.8% fat and 3.8% protein. All nine 
of her daughters were VG or EX. The next dam was a Very Good 
Pender. Hudson was bred by Jens Gold Farm of Amery, Wisconsin. 
Semen is available through Accelerated Genetics. 


2. COULEE CREST LUXURY SPIDER-ET is a son of Trotacre 
Jay Mr Luxury-ET. He is out of Coulee Crest Enhancer Snow-ET, a 
VG-88 full sister to Enhancer Storm-ET. Snow was nominated All- 
American as a Jr. Two-Year-old and made over 1,300F and 780P as a 
Sr. Yearling. The next dam is a VG-88 Magic with over 1,300F and 
980P. Among her five daughters are two scored EX-90, two VG-88 
and one VG-85. The next dam was an EX-93 Smokey with many 
show ring wins to her credit. Spider ranks among the best sires in the 
breed for fat pounds and protein pounds while slightly improving 
percents for both traits. He has shown the ability to sire the fancy 
kind that attract attention in the show ring. Seventeen of Spider’s 
thirty daughters are scored VG or EX including one EX-91 and one 
EX-92. Spider was bred by Don and Kurt Peterson of Cashton, Wis- 
consin, and semen is available through Genex. 


3. FLAMBEAU MANOR OPTION LUCAS-ET is a newcomer 
to the Active AI List. A son of Jensgolden Bionic Option, he presents 
some outcross potential as his dam was an EX-90 daughter of Jengold- 
en Victory Hunter and his granddam was by Rozelyn Prince Jay-ET. 
The Hunter dam made over 100,000M lifetime while twice producing 
over 1,000P. She has three daughters, all scored VG, by Tiller, Luxury 
and Flash. The granddam was scored VG-87 and made over 20,000M 
as a four-year-old while testing 4.0% protein in three lactations. Lucas 
improves both fat and protein percent while leading the Active Sires 
for protein pounds. Eleven of his twenty daughters are scored VG with 
none lower than D-70. Lucas was bred by Gary van Doorn of Tony, 
Wisconsin, and semen is available from Select Sires. 


4. IDLE GOLD E CHALLENGE-ET, a leader for several of the 
“fitness traits”, ranks far ahead of his peers for Net Merit and Cheese 
Merit in the breed and provides an outcross opportunity. Challenge 
is sired by Rozelyn Patmar El Gato-ET, a Perfecto son siring high 


test and youthful udders. El Gato was a brother to Glacier and out of 


a sister to Goliath. Like his sire, Challenge leads the active sires for 
Udder Depth at $2.2 and Fore Udder at +2.6. The dam of Challenge 
was a VG-89 daughter of Twin L Farms Magic Fortress-ET with 
two records over 1,200F. The next dam was an EX-90 Smokey, then 
a VG-81 Frank, both with over 1,000F. Seventeen of his twenty- 
three scored daughters are VG, all with VG mammaries. Challenge 
was bred by Neil and Janice Jensen of Comstock, Wisconsin, and is 
available through Genex. 


5. SNIDERS OPTION AARON-ET is the first of several eagerly- 
awaited sons of Cedar Fringed Altann, EX-95. Improvements in ud- 
der traits have moved him up the Active Listing in August. Sired by 
Option, Aaron ranks second among active sires for fat pounds and 


percent while ranking high for rear udder width and Feet and Leg 
Composite. His National Show-winning dam has over 150,000M 
lifetime with 4.7% fat and 3.3% protein and is still going strong. She 
has ten VG or EX daughters, including three full sisters to Aaron at 
EX-90, VG-86 and VG-85. The next dam was an unscored Frank 
daughter. Aaron has forty daughters scored with twenty-seven Very 
Goods, giving him the highest type reliability among the top-ten 
sires. He was bred by Aaron Gable of New Enterprise, Pennsylvania, 
and semen is available through Select Sires. 


6. MYOWN POKER BAMBOOZLE-ET is the third son of Lae- 
schland Perfect Bliss, EX-92, to appear on the Active Al list, joining 
brothers Banger and Bryant. Bamboozle is sired by Myown Magic 
Poker. Bliss was named Grand Champion at World Dairy Expo 
while she was the #1 CPI cow in the breed. Named All-American as 
a Four-Year-Old, Bliss has a top record over 35,000M, 1,350F and 
1,250P. She has five VG or EX daughters, all of which have made 
over 21,000M and 850F. The next dam was the world-famous Lae- 
schland Telestar Biddy, EX-94, with over 160,000M lifetime. Bam- 
boozle was bred by Erdman, Griggs, Wilson and Rushing of Chenoa, 
Illinois. Semen is available through Genex. 


7. LANG HAVEN LUXURY NEON-ET is a son of Trotacre Jay 
Mr Luxury-ET out of Lang Haven Fortress Natalie, EX-91, who 
completed two records over 19,000M and 900P. Possessing a fancy 
udder, she was popular in the show ring as a young cow. Neon’s ma- 
ternal sister by Option has been the #1 CPI cow in the breed. Their 
granddam was an EX-90 Perfecto with over 100,000M lifetime. The 
next dam was a VG-87 Frank, then an EX-90 Patrician. Neon has 
already sired an All-American calf and a nominated cow. He has 
nineteen VG or higher mammary systems among his thirty-three 
scored daughters. Neon was bred by Don and Kathy Langrehr of 
West Salem, Wisconsin. Semen is available from Select Sires. 


8. COULEE CREST LUXURY SKIPPER-ET is a full brother to 
the #2 bull, Spider. Twelve of his fifteen classified daughters are scored 
VG, with one Excellent. His lowest scored daughter is D-74 but boasts 
a VG mammary system. Skipper was bred by Don and Kurt Peterson 
of Cashton, Wisconsin. Semen is available through Semex. 


9. COULEE CREST R O SILVERADO-ET represents the next 
generation from the ‘Show’ family at Coulee Crest in Cashton, Wis- 
consin. He is a son of Royal Oak from a VG-87 Lorry sister to Skipper 
and Spider. She made over 29,000M, 1,500F and 900P. She has two 
daughters in two different herds that are Very Good and made high 
records with 4.8% fat. The next dam was a VG-88 Enhancer with over 
21,000M and 1,300F. Among the breed leaders for a number of traits, 
he has sixteen VG or EX daughters from among twenty-four that are 
scored in the US. Silverado was bred by Don and Kurt Peterson of 
Cashton, Wisconsin. Semen is available through Semex USA. 


10. PENNY LANE ROYAL OAK TURLEY makes his debut on 
the Active Al list amongst the top ten based on a great balance of 
solid production and dependable type. He is a Royal Oak son from 
a VG-85 daughter of Tamarack Perfectos Valor-ET. His dam made a 
top record of over 26,000M, 1,300F and 880P. Her VG-87 dam, by 
Nells Glow Admiral Magic, made over 119,000M lifetime and had 
an EX-91 daughter by Royal Oak nominated All-American as a Jr. 
Two-Year-Old. The next dam was an EX-91 Ron daughter. Turley 
was bred by Seth, Hannah and Kaleb Kohler of Baltimore, Ohio. Se- 
men is available from Select Sires. Royalties from the sale of Turley 
semen go the Turley Scholarship Fund, which will begin funding 
two scholarships for AGA youth in 2008.

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The Andoera Family: 


t is the fall of 1987. A young man - just 

a couple years out of high school — has 

traveled from Wisconsin to the National 
Guernsey Show in Louisville intent on pur- 
chasing “the best cow I could find.” He has 
$7,500 in his pocket and is prepared to spend 
it on a cow that will allow him to achieve 
his dream of breeding great Guernseys. He 
has already won a cow class at Madison 
and is intent on making a return trip to the 
winner’s circle - often. This young man has 
grown up loving the Guernsey cow, he has 
worked for two AGA Master Breeders and 
learned a thing or two about what it takes 
to get lots of milk from cows and the hard 
work — and luck - in- 
volved in develop- 
ing and breeding the 
truly great ones. The 
young man goes first 
to one of the great- 
est show cows the 
breed has ever seen. 
“Son,” replies her 
owner, “You don’t 
have enough money 
to buy this cow.” 
Undeterred, he looks 
next to a fancy-ud- 
dered two-year-old 
in the Marfred Farm 
string. It is then that 
he gets his first look 
at the cow that will 
place her imprint on 
his breeding program 
for the next two de- 
cades — Pinebreeze 
Telestar Andora. 

Today there are 
potential 8th-gen- 
eration Excellent calves on the ground from 
Andora’s extended family. Randy Knapp, 
who bought her in 1987, is now a well- 
known Guernsey breeder. He farms in Ep- 
worth, Iowa, along with his wife Wanda, and 
two sons Austin and Landon. The Andoras 
are the cow family that defines their breed- 
ing program and continues to be the main 
focus of the herd. Through three different 
farms since their Andora purchase, the fam- 
ily has persisted and retained its spot at the 
top of the herd and the breed. Today there 
are eight direct maternal descendents in the 
50-cow milking herd at Knapps and 29 that 
have some link to the family through either 
their sire or dam. 

“She’s still the cheapest cow I ever 
bought,” says Randy considering the im- 
pact Andora has had. Indeed, on the day of 
the National Convention Sale back in June 
the Knapps sold over $20,000 worth of off- 
spring and embryos from the family and 


contracted a bull with Dairybelt Guernsey 
Sires the previous day. The marketability of 
the Andora family has exploded in recent 
years as their longevity and high type, com- 
bined with top production, have put them in 
great demand. 

Over 300 days in milk, Telestar Andora 
placed a modest fourth in the National Ju- 
nior Show back in 1987 in Louisville and a 
disappointing tenth in the open show. But 
in her, Randy saw a young cow that could 
develop into the kind of cow he wanted to 
base his own herd on. With a pair of Excel- 
lent dams, there was some insurance that he 
was right about her potential. 


Pinebreeze Telestar Andora, EX-95, the foundation of the Knapp's herd, was purchased 
by Randy Knapp as a promising 2-year-old. 


“That was the only time Andora ever 
got beat,” recalls Randy. “She is the only 
cow that we’ve ever owned that was unde- 
feated in the showring for us.” 

Andora provided Randy with that re- 
turn trip to the winner’s circle in the open 
show at World Dairy Expo when she won 
the 3-Year-Old class in 1988. She went on 
to be named Reserve All-American that year. 
“She was Grand Champion at the Wisconsin 
State Show in 1989 and Dave Kjome was 
the judge. He just went on and on about how 
good she was — ‘just what the breed needs’, 
he said. Kjome was judging at Madison that 
year but we were moving to our new place 
and couldn’t make it to Expo that year.” 

The Knapps were finally going to farm 
on their own after Randy had worked for 
Don Peterson of Coulee Crest Farm and 
Bernard Pralle of Fauver Hill, both in Wis- 
consin. They moved Andora and the rest of 
the herd to a rented farm near Wanda’s fam- 
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ous of Excellence 


ily in Epworth, Iowa. 

Andora was Officially bred by Tammy 
Tinsley, but it was her brother Tim that was 
calling the shots. It was actually Tim who 
accomplished his own dream with this cow 
family. 

“My sister got Andora’s dam, Agatha, 
through the Clemson University Heifer 
Project. (South Carolina youth draw num- 
bers for the opportunity to select and pur- 
chase a heifer at a set price from a group 
consigned by local breeders. They then 
show them for two years and must sell them 
as springing heifers.) When she sold her at 
the state fair I had just gotten beat for the 
Governor’s Cup for 
showmanship be- 
cause I was showing 
a heifer, not a cow. 
So I told the folks I 
was buying a cow to 
show.” 

Tim bought 
Agatha in the Heifer 
Project sale and she 
gave birth to An- 
dora that fall. “My 
plan came through,” 
laughs Tim. “I won 
the Governor’s Cup 
the next year with 
Agatha.” 

Tim had Ag- 
atha back in calf and 
due in the summer 
when he sold Andora 
but she died after 
calving, leaving him 
with no offspring. 
Tim, who worked at 
Myrtledales Guern- 
seys in South Carolina for several years, 
purchased a Tiller great-great-grandaughter 
of Andora last fall. She is due soon and looks 
promising. “My folks still have a big framed 
picture at the house of Andora from when 
she was Reserve All-American,” says Tim. 

Andora left just five offspring at Knapps 
Guernseys, yet the impact of three of them 
is still being felt today. She produced a 
natural calf by Olympic View Prince Andy 
the spring following her purchase. Knapps 
Andy Andress, EX-90, is the fourth of the 
seven generations of Excellent cows in the 
family. Calves by Kenmir Nances Baker 
and Wampanoag Fayette Smokey followed 
the next two years. 

“We almost lost Andora. She lost lots 
of weight and we took her to Madison to 
operate. They thought she had a tumor but 
when they got it out, it turned out she had 
swallowed a rope and it was all balled up 
inside her. I have no idea how that hap- 
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pened,” remembers Randy. 

After that near miss, the Knapps decid- 
ed to flush Andora. “Perfecto was the hot 
bull at that time, he had good type and good 
udders,” recalls Randy. 

And so, finally, Andora was flushed 
to Lily Lane Penny Perfecto-ET, a flush 
that resulted in one Excellent daughter 
and Knapps Perfecto Ace-ET, a son. Both 
of Andora’s milking daughters, the Prince 
Andy and the Perfecto scored EX-90 and 
made over 25,750M, 1,000F and 800P. An- 
dora scored EX-95 in April 1993, having 
milked for two years and being over eight 
years old. 

The career of Andora’s son, Knapps 
Perfecto Ace, like his daughters, was slow 
to develop. Ace was sent almost immedi- 
ately to South Lane Farm, the farm Wanda 
Knapp grew up on. (The first Ace born was 
at Knapps - the dam of Moens Loral Cam- 
rin, a National Champion at Harrisburg) 
South Lane used the bull extensively, ul- 
timately registering 32 daughters. In 1996 
they showed the All-American Winter Calf, 
South Lane Dance, an early Ace daughter. 
This was just the first of several All-Ameri- 
can awards Ace would produce. South Lane 
Norra, EX-93; South Lane Jordan Jane, 
EX-94; and South Lane Adrianna, EX-92, 
all have been nominated and received rec- 
ognition in the All-American Contest. Ace 
has 59 daughters scored, 15 of them are 
Excellent, 32 Very Good and just 12 Desir- 
able with the lowest being 75 points. Ace is 
well-known as one of the best type improv- 
ers in the breed, siring shallow udders and 
strength. Some of the limited semen that re- 
mains has brought as much as $250 per unit 
at auction. Already, in 2007, Ace daughters 
have racked up the Grand Champion award 
at the Wisconsin State Fair and Reserve and 
Honorable Mention Champion at the Ohio 
State Fair. “We never had an Ace with a bad 
udder,” confirms Randy. 

There are several branches of the An- 
dora Family that deserve a second look. 
The most famous is the branch that makes 
Knapps Perfecto Adora, EX-90, a seventh- 
generation Excellent. Only two current fam- 
ilies in the breed are known to have accom- 
plished the feat (The other is the family that 
produced Mar Ral Royal Mentor — his EX 
full sister has two other EX sisters, all 7th- 
- eneration EX). Adora recently completed 
a egies over 40,000M with 4.5% fat and 
33 © protein, giving her over 138,000M 
lifetime. Adora has a pair of Regis daughters 
and a Mr. America daughter on the ground. 
One of the Regis daughters sold in the 2007 
Nationa! Convention Sale to Morey Miller 
of Granby, Conn., and Frank Faria of Es- 
calon, Calif. The Mr America sold in the 
Fall For Colors ET Sale to Steve and Deb- 
bie Nuttleman of Bangor, Wis. Adora is a 
phenomenal flush cow and a number of ad- 
ditional offspring are on the way around the 


country as many embryos have been sold. 
Dairybelt Guernsey Sires will be sampling 
a Regis son from Adora in early 2008 and 
a Challenge son is likely to be part of the 
Faria Farms program in the future. 

“By far...hands down...the most prof- 
itable cow I’ve ever had. I’ve never had 
a cow make so much milk without any 
problems. No high cell count, no mastitis. 
We’ ve never even struck out flushing Ado- 
ra,” gushes Randy. “Just look at the width 
of her chest. I’m tired of people saying 
Guernseys don’t have width. I wish they 
could all just see her.” 

Adora’s dam, Breighton Andi, EX- 
90, has a springing Regis at Knapps and 
a fancy Challenge daughter that was sold 
to Ripley Farm after the 2007 National 
Convention Sale. Adora and her dam have 
produced over 125 embryos in recent 
years. Randy used Breighton on the family 
to bring in the “Biddy” Family influence. 
Her dam was a Goliath, a bull he used on 
the Prince Andy to add components and 
get the shallow udders that come from 
this popular sire. “I like to see Goliath in 
a pedigree now,” says Randy. “I think that 
the cross to Goliath had a lot to do with 
the great reproduction that we have in that 
branch of the family. That is why I’m us- 
ing Challenge now on Adora and Andi.” 

The Goliath, the 5th-generation Excel- 
lent, was scored EX-91 and was nominated 
All-American Jr. Two-Year-Old in 1997. 
She produced three VG daughters by Fay- 
ette, Sharp and Award. In addition to the 
EX-91 Goliath, the Prince Andy produced 
one Excellent and three Very Good Magic 
daughters, adding to the maternal descen- 
dents from the family at Knapps. 

The branch of the family that is being 
developed at Millborne Farm in Connecticut 
comes up much closer to Andora herself. 
In 2000, a Loral from Andora’s EX Per- 
fecto was consigned to the National Sale. 
She came down with ringworm before the 
sale but was sold privately to Morey Miller 
later. She was nominated for All-American 
that year as a Winter Calf. Although she 
never showed again at the national level, she 
scored EX-90 and her daughter by Magic- 
man, Millborne Andoras Ambience, VG-89, 
is a potential Sth-generation EX. Ambience 
was nominated All-American as a calf, All- 
American as a Yearling, Reserve as a 2-Year- 
Old and nominated again in 2006 as a Sr. 
Three-Year-old. She is the fourth generation 
over 900F and has a full sister. 

The full sister to the dam of Ambience 
was sold as fresh two-year-old from Knapps 
and never scored. However, her daughter 
by Neslekcim Farms Forestar has returned 
to Knapps and was Grand Champion of the 
2007 Iowa State Fair. She boasts a beautiful 
udder. Also from this branch is one of the 
more promising stars of the family. Knapps 
Regis Quincy, EX-91, is out of an Excellent 


Sentry daughter of Queen Andora, the Per- 
fecto from Andora. Regis Quincy, currently 
carrying twin Royaltys, is the third gen- 
eration over 1,100 fat and her Sentry dam, 
Quin, EX-90, has over 121,000M lifetime 
with 5.2% lifetime fat test. 

“There has never been a cow that 
meant more to us,” says Randy. “Andora 
was sacred, when Andora wasn’t happy, we 
weren’t happy.” 

Andora died before the Knapps made 
their final move to their own farm. She died 
on the rented farm and couldn’t be buried 
there. “I regret that,” says Randy sadly. 

It is classification day at Knapps 
Guernseys in 1997. Randy Knapp has a 
very fancy Fayette daughter that he is sure 
will score EX-94. The classifier has a score 
written down already — it is not 94. Randy 
sprints to his house and returns, red-faced, 
minutes later with a framed 20” x 24” color 
photo of Andora in her prime. “Doesn’t this 
look just like that cow?” he asks. “Close, 
but not quite,” replies the classifier. 

And so the cow becomes just one of 
the many cows that will fall short of the bar 
set by the herd matriarch, Pinebreeze Tele- 
star Andora, still the standard by which all 
cows that enter the barn at Knapps Guern- 
seys are judged.

he latest proof run brought some 

changes that are very interesting to 

note. First of all, three new bulls 
were released into active service and all 
three are plus for butterfat and protein per- 
cent! This continues a trend of the newer 
bulls being stronger for components than 
in years past. As a result, nine of the top 
twelve bulls on the active list are 0.0% or 
higher for butterfat and seven of them are 
0.0% or higher for protein. 

Flambeau Manor Option Lucas-ET 
is the highest ranking new release and is 
third on the active A.I. List. His daughters 
are milking extremely well as evidenced 
by being +1037 for milk pounds. This 
level of milk production makes his but- 


terfat at +0.02% and protein at +0.04% 
even more impressive. His daughters are 
straight-lined with superb openness of rib 
and angularity. They have high, wide rear 
udders. I would recommend using him on 
cows with a shallow udder in order to pro- 
tect on udder depth. 

Myown Poker Bamboozle is the second 
new release following the August proof run. 
He has outstanding butterfat and protein 
percent and is the number one bull in the 
breed for butterfat pounds. I have not seen 
too many daughters milking at this time but 
the ones I have seen have been extremely 
dairy. I would expect them to need help 
with fore udders and front teat placement as 
his proof currently shows; however, he only 
has ten daughters classified thus far so the 
jury is still out on him. 

The last new release is Penny Lane 
Royal Oak Turley. Turley is the most “com- 
plete bull” of the new releases in my opin- 
ion. He is not as high on milk as Lucas and 
Bamboozle but maintains high components 
and very strong type. I have mentioned his 
type before and I continue to be impressed 
with his consistency, especially in the area 
of frame. The Turley daughters have a lot of 
strength and substance and have ideal width 
throughout. I have seen quite a few Turley 
daughters and a majority of them have very 
sound, functional udders with no real seri- 
ous faults. The one area you may change 


some of them is to see a little more width 
to the rear udder; however, as a whole they 
are very consistent in the mammary system 
as well. I think this fact is the major reason 
why the lowest score of the 26 appraised 
daughters is 74 and half of these two-year- 
olds are Very Good. 

Since the release of the August proofs, 
there has been one common question from 
breeders and I would like to address that sit- 
uation. Lantz Farm RO Racers Response- 
ET was removed from the active list. We 
learned that it was due to a constant decline 
in milk pounds, daughter pregnancy rate, 
and net merit. Response was gaining steam 
as one of the more popular Royal Oak sons 
for producing cattle with a strong combina- 
tion of dairyness and strength. His daugh- 
ters are exhibiting strong fore udders and 
shallow udders with ideal teat placement. 
We have been told that breeders wishing 
to continue using Response may do so, 
they just have to request it from their local 
Genex/CRI sales representative. 

Lastly, we have an opening for one or 
two part-time classifiers. Interested per- 
sons would be required to classify Brown 
Swiss and Milking Shorthorns in addition 
to Guernseys and they would need to be 
willing to travel up to 10 days at a time. If 
anyone is interested please contact me at 
the AGA office for more details.

& ith milk prices up around $25/ 
W-: dairy farming looks great! 

But we all know the roller coast- 
er ride only goes up so long before it starts 
its descent. How steep and long the drop 
will be, is anyone’s guess. Fortunately with 
Guernseys, our milk prices don’t bottom 
out as low as our neighbors’. Last winter 
when some area dairyman were receiving 
around $12/cwt, our prices never dropped 


below $17. We only have four registered 
Holsteins left, ten 50-75% crossbreds, and 
ninety registered Guernsey milk cows. All 
of the crossbreds we have had the past 20 
years, except one cow family, have compo- 
nent tests almost as good as the Guernseys. 
Most of the crosses have classified well 
also. If you are not milking mostly Guern- 
seys, you may want to cushion the milk 
price drop by adding some Guernseys or by 
crossing your cows with Guernsey sires. 

In recent years, greater emphasis has 
been put on selecting young sires with 
pedigrees high in components. Now there 
are more proven sires to choose from with 
plus components and good functional type 
characteristics. 

At times when there are fewer proven 
bulls with the production, components and/ 
or type traits that we are looking for, we use 
more young sires from cow families with 
the traits we want to emphasize. The deeper 
the cow family, the more comfortable we 
feel using the young bull. This is where 
showing can be a great benefit. You get the 
opportunity to see the dam, granddam, sis- 
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ters, and/or daughters of young sires to help 
decide if you want to use him and which 
cows in your herd he would compliment. 

I would like to praise our Guernsey older 
youth and young breeders for all the wisdom, 
time, energy and enthusiasm they share with 
younger members for the National Conven- 
tion activities and at the local, state and na- 
tional shows and judging programs. Every 
where you look at a fair, you see teaching, 
sharing and encouraging. They are helping 
to develop our future Guernsey breeders and 
dairy industry leaders. That enjoyment of 
watching a young person grow and develop 
is priceless. Don’t forget to share your bless- 
ings! Most of the greatest blessings we can 
share don’t cost a penny.

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Eligibility-To be entered in the All-American contest, an animal must 
be a registered Guernsey and have shown at any Guernsey show in the 
United States that sends in officially tabulated results to the Guernsey 
Breeders’ Journal. 

Classes-The following are the All-American classes for 2007. 

1. Spring Heifer Calf-Born on or after March 1, 2007 and over four 
months of age. 

2. Winter Heifer Calf-Born from December 1, 2006 through February 
28, 2007. 

3. Fall Heifer Calf-Born from September 1, 2006 through November 
30, 2006. 

4. Summer Yearling Heifer-Born from June 1, 2006 through August 
31, 2006. 

5. Spring Yearling Heifer-Born from March 1, 2006 through May 31, 
2006. 

6. Winter Yearling Heifer-Born from December 1, 2005 through Febru- 
ary 28, 2006. 

7. Fall Yearling Heifer-Born from September 1, 2005 through November 
30, 2005. 

8. Junior Two-Year-Old Cow-Born March 1, 2005 through August 31, 
2005. 

9. Senior Two-Year-Old Cow-Born from September 1, 2004 through 
February 29, 2005. 

10. Junior Three-Year-Old Cow-Born from March 1, 2004 through 
August 31, 2004. 

11. Senior Three-Year-Old Cow-Born from September 1, 2003 through 
February 28, 2004. 

12. Four-Year-Old Cow-Born from September 1, 2002 through August 
31, 2003. 

13. Five-Year-Old Cow- Born from September 1, 2001 through August 
31, 2002 

14. Aged Cow-Born before September 1, 2001. 

15. Best Three Females-Group to consist of three females, any age, all 
to have been bred, all or in part, by their exhibitor and at least two must 
be owned, all or in part, by their exhibitor. 

16. Junior Best Three Females-Group to consist of three females born 
on or after September 1, 2005 which have not yet calved. Each must have 
been bred, all or in part, by its exhibitor and at least two must be owned, 
all or in part, by its exhibitor. 

17. Exhibitor's Herd-Group of five females to consist of two of any age; 
two born on or after September 1, 2005 which have not yet calved; and 
one of any age. Three of these females must have been bred, all or in part, 
by the exhibitor. All must be owned, all or in part, by the exhibitor. 

18. Produce of Dam-Group to consist of two females, any age, that are 
maternal sisters. 

19. Dam & Daughter-Group to consist of two females, any age, where 
one is the dam and the other is her daughter. 

20. Total Performance - (Class consists of the four national show total 
performance winners who make an official entry, plus next two cows with

the highest points.) The animal's picture must be submitted like the regular 
All-American classes. The entries will be judged on the point system used 
for the national shows. 

Entry Fee-A fee of $20 per entry (each animal or group) is required if 

ostmarked on or before November 26 or double entry fee ($40) if post- 
marked by December 5. Those animals nominated for Junior All-American 
will automatically be considered for All-American competition at no extra 
charge. The owner will receive a complimentary AGA Performance Pedigree 
for each animal that is All-American, Reserve All-American or Honorable 
Mention in their respective class. 

Note: For group class entries, please send one photo of each animal 
in the group. 

Entries-Entry forms may be obtained from the AGA, P O. Box 666, 
Reynoldsburg, Ohio 43068-0666. The exhibitor must submit a completed 
entry form and one photograph of each entry to the AGA by Novem- 
ber 26, 2007 or (by December 5 at double entry fee) to qualify for the 
contest. Postmark date determines qualification. All regional, state and 
national show placings should be included on the entry form by the exhibitor 
or the animal will be disqualified. For group classes, list only those shows 
at which that exact group was shown. Photographs must be taken of the 
animal during the 2007 calendar year and should represent the animal in a 
stage of development as nearly comparable to the show ring appearance as 
possible. Five by seven-inch, glossy, color pictures are preferred. Unaltered, 
professional livestock photographer pictures are required. All other 
pictures are unacceptable and the entry will be disqualified. Contestant 
is responsible for having one photo forwarded to the AGA. 

Judging-A committee of four judges of the national Guernsey shows 
will select the six top entries in each class as All-American nominees. Each 
class winner from NGS-Harrisburg, Madison and Louisville will automati- 
cally be nominated for All-American if the entry fee is paid and entry form 
is received in order to compete. The selection committee that chooses 
the All-American winners will consist of judges from state, regional, and 
national shows who are on the AGA approved judges list. Pictures and 
placings of the six nominees in each class will be sent to each selection 
committee member. The judges will vote individually by mail, giving first, 
second and third choices in each class. A selection committee member 
may not vote in any class in which he has a pecuniary interest in one of 
the six nominees or if one of the six nominees comes from the farm by 
whom he is employed. Each first-place vote shall count five points, second 
place shall count three points and third place shall count one point. AGA 
staff will determine the awards by simple arithmetic. The class entries 
receiving the highest number of votes shall be named All-American and 
those receiving the second-highest vote total shall be designated Reserve 
All-American. The rating of Honorable Mention All-American will be given 
to all entries receiving a total of eight or more points. In case of a tie, the 
entry with the most All-American votes will receive the higher honor. If a 
tie still remains, the animal with the most Reserve All-American votes will 
receive the higher position. If the entries have the exact same vote point 
breakdown, then the nominees tie for the highest honor in question.

he average production of all cows used as dams and daughters was 8,732M 4.88% and 426F. The dams 
Te 8,803M 4.83% and 425F with an average of 3.41 records each. The daughters averaged 
8,688M 4.90% and 426F with 2.39 records each. The average overall type score for the dams was 82.08 
compared to 81.94 for the daughters. 
RESULTS AND DISCUSSION 
Heritability estimates computed from the intra-herd. intra-sire regression and correlation of daughters 


f on dam and the repeatability estimates computed from an analysis of variance techniques were as follows: 


Heritability Estimates The heritability estimates for milk and fat 
Regression Correlation Production to the left were computed from aver- 
aged production records per cow. When reduced 
toa single record basis, the estimates were 0.18 
and 0.19 for milk and fat respectively. 

No estimates are given for feet and legs be- 
cause part of the cows were scored for feet and 
legs combined and part of them were scored 
for front legs and rear legs. Thus there was no 
common trait. 

It was noted earlier that repeatability 
should set the upper limit for heritability (In 
this case, all repeatability estimates are higher 
than heritability estimates). This is because re- 
peatability estimates represent the fraction of

| variance which includes the additively genetic portion of the variance, the variance due to dominance and 


epitasis (Epitasis is where one gene suppresses the expression of another gene affecting the same part of the 
cow). It also includes any permanent environmental effects which are not transmissible to the offspring. 


From the table is seen that the heritability estimates for dairy character is quite low, This would indicate § 


that one of the reasons for the low heritability value of this trait is due to the low repeatability. The lowered 
repeatability value would indicate a lack of ability of the same classifier to classify a cow the same each time 
and or because of a greater difference of opinion in different classifiers scoring the same cow that was found 
for the other traits in this study. It is also noted the values for heritability determined by regression and cor- 
relation are not always the same. This is probably due to the rounding of figures as the original figures are 
carried out many places. 

It is seen that all traits of the dairy cow are lowly heritable. Thus it points out the great effect of environ- 
ment. Author's Opinion: It has been his privilege to work with four dairy breeds and to note they all respond 
to good environment, but Guernseys particularly so.

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This comment did not settle well with me. 

A few years ago at a national show, a 
buyer and seller of higher quality Holsteins 
advised me that if I wanted to continue 
“playing with Guernseys,” I needed to pay 
the bills and make the money with the black 
and white cows. Again, this conversation 
left me feeling fairly offended.

And not 
only do today’s Guernsey cows look better 
than ever, but they are also paying their way 
in the bulk tank. 

At the local level it is difficult to have 
a large Guernsey community, so most dairy 
activities are alongside owners of other 
breeds. It is necessary to the Guernsey cow’s 
advancement that non-Guernsey breeders 
are shown today’s great cows. Because of 
that, I greatly applaud all those who have 
or will show at any of the national shows 
this fall. Best wishes in the showring, and 
congratulations to all already privileged 
enough to work with today’s dynamic 
Guernsey cow.
